Washington, Mareh 30.—S8tirred by
charges In the senate of delnys in the
alreraft progenm, the senate military
committes sumtmwned on Thursday
Major Genersl Squier and Colonel
Dieeds of the signal corps, In charge of
alreraft production, and Howard Coflin,
c¢hairmun of the alreraft board, to ap-
penr lmmedintely.

Charges that German sples were re-
spongible for this country's failure to
keep up Its alrplane program, were
made In the sennte by Senntor Over-
man, Demoerat, of North Carolinn. He
also charged that there were sples In
the Curtiss plant.

“If I were secretary of war, I would
comimandeer the Curtlss plant and put
out every man employed there and hire
Amerieans In thelr pluces,” declared
Senntor Overtan.

Senator Overman declared spes took
metnl braces and, sawing them in two,
Jolned the pleces with lead anl then
painted them over, The first Bristol
muchine tried fell. An Investigation
dlgclosed the defect,

Many other pleces also had been
tampered with, and as a result the
bullding of Bristol machines was de-
Inyed two months, while inspectors and
government sagents went over and
closely exnmined the vartous parts to
replace tampered pleces,

Senator Overman stated that 1t had
been sald there are 100,000 German
#ples In this conntry, but he belleved
there are 400,000, He sald he was
making @b charge ngalnst any em-
ployee of the Curtiss plant, but as-
serted thnt some of thelr nnmes sound
un-Ameriean, and added that “we do
know that sples are In the plant and
that they have delayed the delivery of
machines.”

Mr. Overman announced that his k-
formation had been obtaiped from a
detective whose name he Intended giv-
Ing to Chalgman Chamberinln of the
sennte military committee, so that he
and others can be summoned before
the military committee,

REASONS FOR SECRECY

PUBLICATION OF ADDRESSES OF
U. S. SOLDIERS AIDS ENEMY.
Gen. March Also Says Under Old Sys-
tem Claim Agents Harass
Kin,

Washington, March 28.-—/4n officlal
statement of the war departiment's rea-
sons for unnouncing only the names of
American troops killed or wounded in
France was submitied to the senate
by Major General Murch, ncting chief
of staff, with a stntement thnt the de-
partment conslders it of best ndvan-
tage from aoll points of view, ,

Genernl Mareh sald the old system
of giving addresses and other detnlls,
| gave lpformation to the enemy and
brought swarms of claim agents to
hanrasd the relatives of the men,

The policy of the war department,
Goenernl Mareh told the senate, 12 “to
put In the handgs of the nearest rela-
tive or the Inst friend given by the sal-
dier in his emergency nddress, prompt
and accurate information concerning
the easualty hefore anyxthing I8 glven
to the press and to prevent uny Infor-
mation appearing In the papers which
will be of any possible assistance to
the German cause."”

“The old system,” General March
added, “which gave the date of the
casualty, enabled the Germans to get
exnectly whnt effect was produced upon
our froops In n rald of that date.

“The raids which are belng conduct-
ed nlong our front are for the purpose
of capturing one soldier, If possible,
with the object of obtalning from him
Information abont the organization
which is opposed to the German llnes
nt this point. With the publieation of
the nddress of the pearest relative the
German agent in the Unlted States ap-
pronches the relatlves and obtalns
from them the Information which Ger-
many 18 attempting to obtaln from our
front by nttacks on our forces,

“The whole matter of a change In
our former method in publishing cns-
ualty ligts was brought up by a cable-
gram from General Pershing, In which
he stated that representatives of the
French government had formally pro-
tested agninst the methods that were
then used.”

NEW DRAFT BILL IS PASSED

Men Becoming of Age Since June §
Will Register Under Selective
Army Service Act

tlon amending the selective draft act
by requiriog registration of youths
reaching twenty-one years since June
5, 1917, and estlmated to add 700,000
more men to the roll of eligibles, wns
adopted by the senate, It now goes
to the house.

Benntor New's nmendment providing
for compulisive unlversal military train-
ing of men between nineteen nnd twen.
ty-one years, but deferring thelr mill-
tury service untll after majority, wad
rejected by the sennte, 86 to 20,

As adopted, the resolution provides
that all male citizens of the United
States rveslding In this country, ot-
talning thelr majority sloce June 0O
Inst, shall be subject to registration,
under regulations prescribed by the
presideat ; shall present themselves for
registration om a day prociaimed by
the president, and thereafter shall be
linble to mildary service,
